E hope it is not unknown unto your Excellency, neicher unto theſe Nations for whom | 
we ſerved as Members in that Parliament interupted by Oliver Cromwell, and his con- 
federates in the year 1648. That it was by them forceably done , that we might not in 
- a Parliametritary way diſcharge our conſciences and Truſt aki in us by the people, 
whereby the Nations would through the bleſſings of God have been ſetled. And 
upon. thoſe Conceſlions from his Majeſty at the Iſle of Whites Treaty, which we found to be a ſufficient 
ground, we did reſolve,after ſoine further Treaty,to conclude a Peace, and thereby prevent the efuſion 
of more Chriftian blood, ſecure the people from further Calamities, and preſerve their rights and free- 
dome intire from any inſoleat or Arbitrary powers whatſoever : But being hitherto by violence 
kept out, and ſometimes impriſoned , we cannot poſlibly act : Therefore we deſire your Excellency 
to remove that force which thus obſtructs the peoples Kights and our freedome in Parliament , by 
which you will certainly open a door to the future ſafery and Tranquility of theſe Kingdomes, and 
we can further aſſure your Lordſhip , That in this the people wild reſt ſatisfied, otherwiſe we 
can never expect a laſting peace; for when they are limited and tyed' to ſuch qualiGoiiliing, as we 
underſtand are intended in their Elecioas , it figaifies the ſame with what they already have, 
and do now, {o grievouſly complain and petition againſt ; from hence we have ſeriouſly confider- 
ed the evils aud great troubles growing upon us, And unleſs we can prevail with your Excellency- 
- unto-whom we make this our humble Addie(s in their behalf, That we may be admitted ac- 
* . cording to. thoſe Addreſſes of the Gentry of Devon, and other parts, The Nation is unavoid- 
_ ablyin a loſt condition , as aſhort time. will diſcover : all which we leave to your Lordſhips con.
